Ac- 
cording • to these instructions, federal 
agents-said, letters could be sent to 
the -Deutschcr Hilfsverein in care of II.

Brown being.present, routine business 
such as .petitions from the New 
Eng- 


land Telephone Co. and 
the Lowell 
Electric bight Corp. was 
transacted. 


On recommendation of the city solici- 
tor the sum of $100 was awarded Ed- 
ward J. Lewis as a compensation for 
injuries' ' 'received' in. January, 
1916 


while travelling through Abbott street- 
Street oiling assessments amounting to 
$22,913.22 were approved.

street, appeared before the council and

intention of the committee to have oth- 
er swimm ins: pools established a long oth- 
er Waterways of the city. Mi. Howe re- 
ferred to the Concord river as a polluted 
body of water and said the only remedy 
would be to go to the legislatuie for 
an act to prevent the Lowell FertllU- 
ing Co. from emptying its sewage- into 
the river.

WASHINGTON, 
Sept. 11.—Ameri- 


can destroyers are believed to have 
sunk six hostile submarines off the 
coast of France Sept. 5 while con- 
voying a fleet of merchantmen from 
the. United-States. Two of the mer- 
chant ships were lost, but it is re- 
ported without loss of life. 
Meagre 


reports to the navy department to- 
day gave a brief account of the fight, 
transmitted from the American tank 
steamer Westwego, one of the ships 
which survived the attack. . 


The AVestwego was cnroute to Eu- 


rope from the United States when at- 
tacked. 
The vessels were under con- 


voy but no details o£ the fight were 
included in the reports received. The 
names of IhS two ships sunk were 
not included in the despatch. 
It is 


not even known whether they were 
American ships. 
The navy depart- 


ment has cabled for additional In- 
formation. 
The Westwego,- an oil tank steamer, 


was built in Germany in 1914 for 
Rumanian account 
under the name 


of the Steaua Romana. 
Later her 


registry was changed 
to . American 


and afterward her name was made 
Westwego. 
The vessel was of 3059 


tons net and she carried a crew of 
42 men. Latest reports show she was 


in an American port Aug. S and later 
sailed on a 
trans-Atlantic 
voyage 


commanded by Ga.pt. Mulcoy. 


Following is the navy department's 


statement: 


""The navy department lias received 


a report from Paris which states that 
the steamer Wostwego 
reports 
on 
Sept. 8 that while cruising with sev- 
eral Bhips was attacked by a massed 
force of six submarines oft the coast 
of France on Sept. 0, the result of 
this attack being that two of the 
steamers attacked were 
sunk 
and 


probably all of the submarines 
were 


lost." 


While the -navy department's state- 


ment does not specifically state that 
American destroyers were convoying 
the ships, it was announced recently 
that a policy of convoying fleets of. 
merchant ships across the Atlantic 
had been adopted, 
and 
since 
the 


Westwego and the 
other 
merchant 


craft which were the objects of the 
submarines attack 
were 
bound for 


Europe it is regarded as more than 
probable 
that 
American 
warships 


guarded the merchant ships on the 
way across. 


American warships have all been 


equipped with depth bombs for fight- 
ing submarines: 
This 
weapon 
has 


been highly 
perfected by American 


ordnance 
experts and proved 
very 


deadly. 
If detailed reports bear out the first 


despatch they will signalize the most 
notable action 
against 
submarines 


since the1 war began, as well as a 
striking victory 
for 
the 
American 


naval forces. 


The Westwego hand an experience 


with a German submarine before the 
United States entered the war, 
hav- 


ing been attacked by one Jan. 31 last, 
while oft the coast of England. 
She 


was 
proceeding; 
from an American 
port with a cargo of oil for Europe 
when--a submarine fired five shots at 
her from asterti. 
The 
Westwego's 


captain, J. S. Mulcoy, 
brought 
his 


vessel" to a stop and sent a boat with 
his papers, whereupon the German

oil, threatening to sink the ship if 
hia demands were npt complied with.

that when the defendant came into the 
mill.he told her that-if she did hot go 
with him he would kill her and then 
kill himself. 
Patrolman John W. Swaiiwick testi- 
fied to having been called to the 
mill 
about five o'clock last night and was 
informed that a man had threatened 
to shoot another and after searching 
for: the man found Pappas in a coal 
pocket and placed, him under arrest. 
Inspector 
Elol Brejiult 
corroborated 
the testimony offered 
by 
Patrolman 
Swnnwick. 
The testimony offered by the defend- 
ant was a general denial. 
He stated 
that.he went to the mill in search of 
employment owing to the fact that in 
the place he was working he did not 
receive' much pay.

Courtis, ho said, ho spoke to her and 
she called a man over and when the 
latter threatened him he picked up a 
spool from the floor and held it in his 
hand to defend himself In case the 
man started to assault him.

ernment of the United States and the 
Swedish government therefore is un- 
able at present to determine what its 
position should bo on the questions 
opened up by these statements. 
"It is however, accurate to lay 
that just after the world war broke out 
the Swedish 
foreign 
minister 
ex- 


pressed the opinion that ho ought to 
transmit a German 
telegram con- 


cerning tho civil population of Kiao- 
Chow (the former German fortress m 
the Chinese peninsula of Shantung.) 
Statements to the same effect were 


made to the representatives of both 
belligerent groups without there be- 
ing any question of Sweden taking 
over representation of any 
power's 


interests.

"As regards the United States in 


particular, the United States minis- 
ter here has this year in certain spe- 
cial cases demanded 
and 
obtained 


permission to transmit letters to and 
from Turkey and at a timo 
when 


Turkey was not in a state of war 
with America and when Sweden had 
not yet taken over the protection of 
American interests. 


"In the summer of 1915 the wish 


was expressed from the British side 
that the transmission 
of 
telegrams 


between Germany and North Amer- 
ica should cease. No formal demand 
was made but notwithstanding 
this 


the foreign minister agreed to the 
.wish. 
The Swedish 
minister 
who 


Was cognizant of all the negotiations, 
was of the opinion that this was no 
bar to the continued transmission of 
telegrams to

may be handed to tho Geiman and 
Swedish diplomatic representatives to 
Argentina are declared by the foreign 
minister to be premature, as the gov- 
ernment in unable even

such a procedure until it receives of- 
ficial details respecting the Washing- 
ton revelations. 
The foreign minister announces that 


the steamer Oran and Guazo, referred 
to in one of the. messages sent by 
Count Luxburg through the Swedish 
legation to the German foreign oflice, 
arrived at French ports in June after 
Luxburg had sent this despatch. 


An Argentine patriotic society 
has 


issued a statement urging that Count 
Luxburg must not be given his pass- 
ports but tried for a criminal offence 
of inciting the assassination 
of • Ar- 
gentine citizens. This action is impos- 
sible, however, as diplomatic represen- 
tatives are immune from 
court sum- 


monses. 
All documents relating 1o questions 
between Argentina, and Germany have 
been published, the 
foreign 
minister 
declares, adding that nothing had been 
held in reserve and that there is not 
and never hart been a pact, written or 
verbal with Germany limiting in any 
way the freedom of 
Argentine ship- 


ping. 
"Further doubt concerning Argen- 
tina's faith and truthfulness atter this 
declaration must bo considered a na- 
tional offense" the 
foreign 
minister 
declared. He added that the best proof 
of the inexactness of Count Luxburg's 
May 19 despatch was that oiglu Ar- 
gentine steamers cleared for the war 
zone during June.

EVERETT, Sept. 11.—In a hand to 


band light with five desperate auto- 
mobile bandits in a swiftly moving au- 
tomobile on the Revere parkway in 
Everett between. Broadway and Vine 
streets shortly after 7 o'clock last night 
Patrolman. Pietro C. Florentine was 
brutally beaten 
and 
knocked uncon- 


scious as the men dashed the car 
through a rail fence and down ar. em 
bankment, where they deserted the car 
and escaped. 


• Lieut.'Maurice Finn of the Metropoli 
tan Park police, stationed at Keverc 
beach, known to thousands who visit 
there each summer, was run down and 
seriously injured while trying to ston 
the car. 
He stood in the roadway waving his 
hands for the men in the car to pull up, 
, but instead they rushed the big heavy 
I car directly at tho ollicer and bowled 
him over. 
The car passed over Finn's 
legs and bo quickly lost consciousness. 
fjleliore he did, however, he' heard the 
men in the car shouting "Kill him, kill 
him." 
Police Thivnrt Bnndtts 
- It is said the policy know some of 
the men who svere in the car. 
At 
least two of them boarded '.he automo- 
bile in this city.. The police think that 
some biff job was planned, that the 
tip got out that the oilicers were watch- 
ing and that the bandits were forced to' 
make a quick getaway. 
The park police early last night re- 
ceived word that a stolen car, which 
they were seeking, would pass along 
tho Revere beach boulevard last night 
and Finn was detailed to be on the 
watch for it. He got in touch with thu 
police of Everett and Patrolmen Florc.i- 
tino and Michael Glynn were sent to 
-••assist-him. They took poukions .->u t':i. 
boulevard between 
Vine street and 


Broadway. 
About 1 o'clock a car answering the 
description of the car the police, were 
seeking came down ISverett spring and 
a man who was standing near by Wdo 
seen to jump in. Shortly aftt-rward the 
auto drove down Vine street to the bou- 
levard whc-re still another man was 
standing near the roadway.

This man quickly passed the signal 
that he had seen Ijieut. Finn in plain 
clothes and shouted to the man at t:i? 
wheel, "heat it." But Patrolman Floren- 
tine, who heard the 'shout, replied, "No, 
yon don't," and making a rush for the 
auto, jumped onto the running board.

Florentine was severely bruised and 


hardly able to walk, but on seeing that 
ho was unable to get any of the bandits 
he turned his attention to Lieut. Finn, 
who was still in tho roadway, unable io 
rise owing to the injuries to his legs.

cuted in the state prison at 12.13 thia 
mornlnpr.for tho murder ol 3-year-old 
Leone Kaczar, at Chlcopee on Out. 21, 
1010.Ducharme maintained to the last mo- 
nent the coolness that has marked his 
demeanor since lie was placed In the 
death cell. 
He died repenting after 
Fr. Murphy the prayer for tlio dying. 


Before going to tha electric chair, 


Ducharmo handed to Warden Allen tho 
following statement, which he pre- 
pared with the assistance ol Ilia spir- 
tual advisers. Frs. Murphy and Quig- 
ey: 
Tho statement follows: 
"1 Francis Duchanne, about to die 


fully conscious o£ the enormity of. my 
offon.se, ask God'a pardon and mercy 
and forgiveness of all whom I have 
injured. 
"I am sincerely sorry and hope and 


pray that God will be merciful to me. 
Drink was my downfall and 1 trurt 
my fate may serve as a warning to 
others.

•Had It not been for drink, T might 
now be a good member of. the com- 
munity.

Maryland ' and Massachusetts havo 
new laws designed to relieve their mili- 
tary men from civil processes until six 
months after their terms of service have 
expired and Michigan extends a similar 
provision to exemption from arrest for~ 
all causes except treason, 
felony or 
breach of the peace. 
Oregon's morator- 
ium applies to property owned In whole 
or in part by men in active service. 
It is limited to 60 days after discharge 
from the army or navy. 


Pennsylvania's enactment applies to 
all civil processes and suspends the sta- 
tute of limitations until 30 days after 
the return to civil life. Wisconsin ex- 
empts every branch of •military service 
from all civil suits and provides for 
continuations of pending cases until 
discharge, providing that such stays 
shall not extend more than three years 
from the time the person is mustered 
into service.

ever since . the war started, and now 
since President Wilson imposed 
an 


embargo upon 
food exports to 
the 


Netherlands they are crying out that 
they will be starved. ^The 
United 


States is not responsible for 
what 


may befall them. 
If they had stored 


in their granaries one-tenth of what 
they sent to.Germany during the past 
three years they

enough left to last them for several 
years. .

Holland has a commission here at 


the present time for the purpose of 
putting up a parley 
at

against the food embargo.

The government should look into 


the manner in which these 
nations 


have been observing the laws of neu- 
trality. 
Denmark and Holland have 


been under coercion by Germany and 
doubtless have been obliged to do her 
bidding. 
But we'had supposed that 


Sweden was observing strict neutral- 
ity. 
On the contrary she appears 


tc have been the voluntary and secret 
tool of Germany against the Entente 
Allies.. 
It is noticeable that Ger- 


many sinks no Swedish ships except 
by accident. 
She does 
sink Nor- 


wegian vessels and so far as the gov- 
ernment of Norway goes, it is strictly 
neutral but some of the Norwegian 
people may have fuccumbed to tho 
inducements offered by the German 
spies. 


The world has htre 
another 
ex- 


ample of the treachery of Germany, 
for while she was thus secretly plot- 
ting to sink Argentine ships without

The meat situation in less encourag- 


ing. 
A conference was -cahed by Sec- 


retary Houston 
in Washington 
this 


week to consider ways and means for 
averting a meat scarcity. The high price 
of all meats is drawing to the slaugh- 
ter houses young animals and females 
which should b<* kept for fattening1 or 
breeding. 
In the present scarcity of meat, lamb 


should be permitted to tfrow into sheep 
and ewes should be kept for breeding 
purposes. 
Tlif. og£ .supply is threatened in liko 
manner by the high prices offered for 
dead chickens. This brings the pullets 
to the table when they should bo per- 
mitted to lay eggs. It is certain that ail 
meats will be higher for some time. 
The price of feed has also resulted in 
the premature killing of both poultry 
and meat animals. 
Lamb is retailing at 50.cents a pound 


for the choice cuts, as is also calveti 
liver. 
Hogs h-ive sold up to $20 per hundred 
weight at the Chicago yards, but the 
price has recently gone down to §18. 
Shipments of hoss have fallen oft' enor- 
mously. Where the Chicago packers 
normally received 20,000 a day. they are 
now receiving between 20UO and 4000. 
It is a rare day when SO00 hogs are 
brought In. 
Tlie feeders announce there n.re fewer 


corn-fed cattle than at any time since 
they went into the beet" industry.

The embargo on shipments to neu- 
tral nations will have a tendency to 
keep down all food prices, and will en- 
able the Hoover commission to appor- 
tion the supply more equitably between 
the domestic and foreign user.

It was pointed out that the fed- 
eral government takes a hand In any 
community where tlvs soldiers are not 
properly treated and Plattsbure Itself 
gained undeslred notrlety because the 
officials failed to maintain the morality 
of the city. 
The committee believes that the sale 
bf liquor to men In uniform should bu 
prosecuted. "William J. McNamara. Jr., 
[secretary of the no-license committee, 
stated that It had been reported to 
him that liquor was being sold to sol- 
Hiers'in uniform by licensed establish- 
ments. 
In referring to tho present liquor 
(situation In Lowell, however, Secretary 
llacNamara paid his respects to tho 
1 present liquor squad. 
"Their work is 
evidence ot the fact that the liquor 
laws can be enforced "when persons 
with a conscience arc detailed to the 
squad and supported by those higher 
in authority," he said. 
The meeting of the flying squadron 
permanent committee was called for the 
express purpose of malting preliminary 
plans for tho campa'gn to be waged 
for no license in Lowell this fall. Rev. 
Raymond G. Clapp, pastor of the Firot 
Trinitarian church, as chairman of the 
committee, presided. 
Various plans in relation to the cam- 
paign for no-license occupied much ol 
the time of the committee.

tional work will Include discussions 
and addresses in various churches and

Statements to the same effect were 


made to the representatives of both 
belligerent groups without there be- 
ing any question of Sweden 
taking 


over representation of any 
power's 


interests. 
"As regards tho United States in 


particular, tho United States minis- 
ter here has this year in certain spe- 
cial cases demanded 
and 
obtained 


permission to transmit letters to and 
from Turkey and at a time 
when 


Turkey was not in a state of war 
.with America and when Sweden had 
not yet taken over the protection of 
American interests. 


"In the summer of 1915 the wish 


was expressed from the British side 
that the transmission 
of telegrams 


between Germany and North Amer- 
ica should cease. No formal demand

Which he was the accredited minister. 


If it were possible to get more of. 


the. messages sent from Buenos Aires 
through the Swedish legation, it might 
appear that some of the messages re- 
ferred to the sailing of ships 
from 


United States ports and gave instruc- 
tions- as to their disposal by subma- 
rines and to leave no trace behind. 


Tho United 
States 
has 
already 


placed too much confidence in Den- 
'hiark, Holland and 
Sweden. 
They 


have been purveyors for food and mu- 
nitions to be » supplied 
to 
Germany 


ever since the war started, and now 
since President Wilson imposed 
an 


embargo upon 
food exports to 
the 


Netherlands they are crying out that 
they will be starved. 
The United 


States is not responsible for 
what 


may befall them. 
If they had stored 


In their granaries one-tenth of -what 
they sent to Germany during the past 
three years they 
would 
now have 


enough left to last them for several 
years. 


Holland has a commission here at 


the present time for the purpose of 
putting up a parley 
at 
Washington 


against the food embargo. 
The com- 


. mission should bo sent home inasmuch 
as the members are 'little more than 
German agents. 


The government should look into 


the manner in which theso nations 
have been observing the laws of neu- 
trality.
